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AIU—Present & Future 


A voluntary agency, in India especially, has always been shy of 
seeking publicity This explains why many laudable efiforts being 
undertaken or noble services being rendered by multitudmous 
number of voluntary agencies in this country do not receive natio¬ 
nal attention This is so despite the tremendous improvement m 
communication media that has taken place over the last three deca¬ 
des Is there something in the ethos‘> This question is better left 
unanswered ' 

The Association of Indian Universities <A1U), essentially a volun¬ 
tary Association and performing basically what can be termed as 
service functions on behalf of member universities, has also been shy 
of seeking publicity Nevertheless occasional exercises in slating 
what it IS doing art called for This exercise itself, against the bdck- 
ground of what has been termed as ethos’, would be a proof enough 
of the quality of leadership that AIU possesses to some degree Over 
the last one year or so AIU has boldly ventured into diversifying 
and enlarging its activities Some of the notable features that would 
merit attention are a broad base uf its membership vigorous sales 
and publications efforts ‘ University News*’ becoming a weekly 
journal to provide a better forum for dissemination of information 
and interaction amongst the academics a success m our efToris with 
the Government of India for giving financial assistance for the con¬ 
duct of Inter-University tournaments in various sports and games 
at the Universities, a sustained effort to develop talent in sports 
through organisation of university level coaching camps, a close and 
collaborative interaction with the universities m the areas of exami¬ 
nation reforms and economics of education an effort to actively 
carry the message of AiU to different regions by holding meetings of 
AIU Committees and Sub-Committees and Book Exhibitions in 
different university centres, and the like 

Not merely has AIU diversified its activities as above, it has also 
started some forward planning The Association would be sixty 
years old in 1985 As part of the Diamond Jubilee celebrations 
several activities and new ventures are expected to be initiated A 
high powered committee has been constituted to identify and pro¬ 
ceed with the implementation of the programme for jubilee celebra¬ 
tions next year 

Most importantly, the AIU is now in a position to confidently 
hope that its dream of having a building of its own, is likely to be 
fulfilled by the end of 1984, and the facilities of AIU House made 
available to the universities and the visiting Vice-Chancellors 

Asa service agency AIU is perforce to depend on collective 
leadership But collective leadership also means a leader whe can 


collectively lead The Association 
has been fortunate in having a 
galaxy of able Presidents who 
have contributed unstmtmgly 
their time and efTorts for bringing 
ATU to its present status PrO' 
fessor R C Paul, \ ice-ChancclIor, 
Panjab Uni>ersity, steered the 
Association as the President 


during the year 1983-84, and we 
greatly benefited by his leader¬ 
ship and dynamism 

On 1st of April 1984 Professor 
M S Gore Vice-Chancellor, Llin- 
versitj of Bombay, takes over as 
President of the Association of 
Indian Ualve^sItle^ Prof Gore 


IS no stranger cither to the 
academic world or to the commu¬ 
nity of Vice-Chancellors We 
heartily welcome Prof Gore as 
our President and we are confi¬

Madha\ Sadashiv Gore, ob¬ 
tained D S S A m Social Work 
from the Tata Institute of Social 
Sciences in 1945, M A in Socio¬ 
logy from Bombay University in 
1948 and Ph D m Sociology from 
Columbia University, USA in 1960 
In 1575 Prof Gore was awarded 
the Padma Bhushan by the Presi¬ 
dent of India and in 1974 the 
Silver Jubilee Award for Social 
Scientist established by the Indian 
Council of Social Welfare He 
has been a recipient of a number 
of scholastic distinctions includ¬ 
ing Sir Dorabji Tata Research 
Scholar at the Tata Institute of 
Social Sciences, Fulbngbt award 
at the Columbia University, 
j Fulbright teacher award in 
1960-61 and in 1982-83, was a 
senior awardee of Homi Bhabha 
Fellowships Council, Bombay 

He was lecturer and Principal 
of the Delhi School of Social 
Work and later took over as 
Director of the Tata Institute of 
Social Sciences Bombay m 1962 
In 1983, he took over as the 
Vice-Chancellor of the University 
of Bombay During 1960-61, he 
was a visiting lecturer at Beloit 
College and Wisconsin Univer¬ 
sity in USA 

Prof Gore has delivered a 
number of Memorial Felicitation 
lectures including the N M Joshi 
Memorial Lecture m 1980, the 
Everlyn Henry Memorial Lecture 
at the Delhi School of Social

The Punjan Agricultural Unnersily has coinple<- 
eM 22 ye irs of il'i fruitful existence During this pe- 
jiod the University has made a creditable record of 
significant research achievements, which ha\c made 
the Punjab the granary of India contributing about 
60-70% of wheat and 40-50 per cent of nee to the 
central pool This has happened to a great extent 
on the understanding of the totality of the situation 
in which the new technologies are created, process¬ 
ed communicated and integrated into the farming 
s,ystem 

The University has not only developed more than 
300 varieties of miracJe seeds of wheat, ncc, sugar¬ 
cane maize, cotton, vegetables etc but also developed 
the relevant technology to obtain optimum yields 

The varieties evolved at the Punjab Agricultural 
University have not become popular in Puniab only 
but -jIm) have been adopted for cultivation in other 
p.irts of liie country and ev'cn outside the country in 
Poki'itan 1 he Pakistan Government imported 10,000 
qainluK oj ■-ted of WL-711 variety ol wheal m Ih7y 
Some other improved varieties of w heat are KSML-3 
the tiisi niuhi-line variety of wheat in the world, 
V\L'U'62, DW! -5o23 PB\V-14 etc In rice the new 
s(,iiii-hnt, variety PR-iOfi is nov\ oCLUpying 30 to 
(0 ]i^r cL-nt ol the area The yield potentiaf of this 
tiiiL grained variety is as high as 75 quintals per hec- 
tdiL as against 4ti quintals of the earlier tall varieties 
( rop improvement work is being done lor other 
crops also like sugarcane cotian, maize, barley, 
pulst-s oilseeds etc besides vegetables and fruit 
vrops The sugarcane variety CoJ (i4 developed b\ 
the P-\L’ gives the highest sugar recovery in North 
India Under the All-India Coordinated Fruit hnp- 
K'\cmcnt project on citrus, the Centre at Ludhiana 
Is the (list in the couiiUv which has rc-iched the 
Mage where it is able to supply the virus free mate- 
n '* lor the imporfaiit citrus cultivars A large num¬ 
ber ol progeny trees of important cultivars ol lemon, 
mandarin, grape fruit and sweet orange have been 
planted to serve as source of virus-free budvvood foi 
further propagation and distribution 

In Vegetables, some of the varieties like Punjab 
Chhuhara of tomato and Punjab Sunelin of musk- 
melon have not only been adopted throghout the 
country but also h ive received recognition tn foreign 
countries A large number of vaiieties have been 
identified at national level in Muskmelon, Tomato 
Pea Cauliflower and Fgg plant All these varieties 
have changed the pattern of vegetable cultivation 
in the state to make this protession more profitable 
jnartjcularly Jor small farmers 

The University has made significant contribution 
in developing the animal husbandry programme of 
the state by piovidmg technical knovihow in the 
discipline of animal breeding animal physiology, 
production physi ology animal imiriiion and for-

age development programme The University has 
developed a bufifalo herd with an average lactation 
('305 days) yield of 2200 litres Sixty btiflaloes of this 
herd have lactation yield of 3000 litres 

One of the buffaloes of this herd has crossed a 
lactatK>n yield of 4100 litres whereas another has 
given a peak yield of 23 litres per day Jhc outstand¬ 
ing buffalo bulls from the elite buffalo herd i] the 
University are provided to the various AniJictal 
Insermnafjon Centres of the Punjab State 

Similarly the croasbred cow herd of the Uni¬ 
versity has a lactaticm yield cf more than 4500 litres 
whereas one of the Red dane \ Sahiwal Cross bred 
cow No ilO has held a national record of 51 litres 
per day and 7300 litres lactation yield The semen 
of the outstanding bull of this herd alongvvilh the 
bull calves are also provided to the Animal Hus¬ 
bandry Department of the State for improving local 
COW' herd 

The Universilv his also done outstanding work 
in producing the poultry strains lor egg production 
and for broilers One of tJie broilers strain of the Uni¬ 
versity have been approved at the national level rnd 
the parent stock of the same is b:ing prcnided to 
the V inous hatcheries of the State for jirovuling (he 
chicks to the Punjab Poultry Farmers 

A significant work has been done on the control 
of weeds, soil and water management pest and dis¬ 
ease control and development of farm machinery 

The introduction of high-yielding dwarf/scmi- 
dwart wheat and nee varieties, responsive to h’gh 
fertilizer and ingdtion made the conditions favour¬ 
able for the -.pread ol grassy weeds, notably Phalarn 
and wild oats in wheat and barnyard grass m trans¬ 
planted rice The traditional method of weeding could 
not check these weeds Recommendations have been 
made foi the Use of selective herbicides to give effec¬ 
tive control of these weeds with substantial increase 
in grain yield 

Crops and fruit plants m the Punjab are attacked 
by about 200 species of msect jiests and mites Out 
of these absnit 2 dozen are c{ majisr importance 
Spray schedules have been developed and vvidelv 
followed for the control of the various pests Econo¬ 
mic threshold values were worked out and the use 
of supervised control was populari/ed for much 
major crops, such as cotton maize oilseeds, fruits 
and vegetables 

To overcome incidence sd plant dJ^edses, techni¬ 
ques have been standardized ft>r maintaining obli¬ 
gate parasites, such ^s powdei_ mildew, downy 
mildew and rusts under laboratory conditions and 
lor quick screening of germ plasm of wheat maize 
bajra, peas, cow peas raya, muskmelon and tomato 
against their important pathogens In addition, che¬ 
mical and other control measures have been worked 
out against important diseases infecting field and 
horticultural crops Chemicals such as ^ itavax, 
Bavistin and Benlate were recommended to coniroi 
loose smut of wheat

Inteassve cropping and use of high analysis 
fertilizer, have accentuated the deficiencies of micro- 
nutrients in the State To overcome these micronu- 
tnent deficiencies, technology fcr balanced ferti¬ 
lization coupled with appropriate soil management 
practices have been formulated for adoption by 
the farmers Water is a costly input m agriculture 
In order to increase onfarm utilization, efficiency 
oi available irrigation water optimum irrigation 
schedules have been lormulated for different crops 
\ lot oi useful research has been done m Agri¬ 
cultural Engineering The mechanisation is neces¬ 
sary in view of high intensity of crop and raising 
cost of inputs The successful use of new techno¬ 
logy requires that the fields should be prepared pro¬ 
perty at right lime, improved seeds, fertilizers 
and chemical should be placed in correct time at 
appropriate place and in recommended amount 
Harvesting threshing as well as transport of the crop 
must be performed timely and efi&ciently to clear 
field for sowing next crop as well as for avoiding 
looses due to vagaries of weather etc Agricultural 
Engineers of University have not only helped in 
speed up the mechanisation of major farm 
operations but also in solving post harvest problems 
lilc? storage, marlceting processing and utilisation 
of agricultural wastes 

Thus Puniab Agricultural University will con¬ 
tinue to shoulder added responsibility to generate 
new technology through research in all agricultural 
sciences suitable for the uplift of rural Punjab 

Exlension Service 

The University is quick in disseminating techni¬ 
cal knowledge among the farwers through its Direc¬ 
torate of Extension Education The University’s 
extension service maintains live and intimate links 
with the research departments on the one hand and 
the field-level functionaries and farmers on the other 
Mew farm practices reach the farmers soon after 
they are evolved by the research scientists This 
factor partly, explains why the per hectare yields 
in Punjab are almost double the naional average 
yields of most of the crops such as wheat, rice bajra 
and cotton 

It is for the first time in recent history of the 
country that the farm experts have gained respec- 
t bi'ity in the eyes of the farmers The farmers have 
come to realise that in order to use modern techno¬ 
logy effectively they have to depend on the larm 
experts That is why the number of farmers enroll¬ 
ing in the various training programmes here is ever 
on the increase 

The Directorate of Extension Education under¬ 
takes the dissemination of new knowledge through 
the three wings of Extension Training Unit, Farm 
Advisory Service and the Communication Centre 
The efforts of extension training unit have been 
acknowledged by the United Nations as in no other 
institution in the world have such a large number 
of farmers been trained 

Specialised training courses in farm machinery, 
poultry farming, piggery, fruit and vegetable grow¬ 
ing and preservation etc arc organized for the far¬ 
mers Correspondence courses for farmers and farm 


ladies are also organised for the benefit of rural peo¬ 
ple Besides these courses, the University runs non- 
formal education and training programmes which 
benefit thousands of farmers every year Through 
its farm advisory services located in the districts. 
It tries to reach the farmers to give them latest agri¬ 
cultural technology' at their door steps This service 
also provides the feedback to the University on 
the problems of the farmers 

The University is a pioneer in organising Kisan 
Melas (Farmers’ Fairs) These events which are held 
twice every year have high educational value for the 
farmers They visit the University on these days to 
acquaint themselves with the latest advances in tech¬ 
nology and to discuss their farm problems with the 
experts During the last 22 years, more than three 
lakh farmers have visited the University on these 
days Under the Farmers’ Exchange Training Prog¬ 
ramme sponsored jointly by the Government of 
India and the respective State Governments, farmers 
from Bihar, Assam and Orissa have visited this 
University to receive practical training in theimprov- 
ed methods of cultivation of wheal and nee crops 
These farmers were deputed tc» stay and work for a 
few days with farming families in the village so that 
they could obtain first hand knowledge ol the Pun¬ 
jab agriculture 

Impressed by the work ot extension organici- 
iion of the Universiiv, Dr Douglas Ensmingcr. 
Professor of Rural Sociology, University of Mis¬ 
souri remarked 

“One may ask how this miracle of food produc¬ 
tion in the Punjab came aboutThe answer is 
to be found here within the Punjab Agricultural 
University 

It was from the research of scientists ihat made 
the high production possible and it was from 
the extension specialists of this University that 
the technology was field-tested and package 
of practices were recommended at the district 
level to the extension staff lor farm adoption 

In Punjab the losses in farm production due to 
w'cathcr arc very high For example, in March when 
the wheat is at a very critical stage, the weather is 
highly Variabl<' If farmers are informed tw'o or three 
days in advance about anticipated heavy rainfall 
and strong surface winds and advised to withhold 
the irrigation, it can save the wheat crop from kxl- 
ging and consequent damage Similarly, if in April 
the farmers are informed about the coming dust or 
thunder storms a day for a few hours m advance, 
the farmer^ can withhold the harvesting operations 
and collect the harvested crop to save it from being 
blown away 

Fertilisers insecticides, herbicides worth lakhs 
of rupees can be saved if the farmers are informed 
that the coming weather will not be favourable for 
their application and these will be washed away 
The University has started a service called “Weather 
outlook for the farmers To give this service to the 
farmers the University has installed a machine call¬ 
ed “Facsimile Weather Chari Receiver It receives 
weather charts transmitted through radio signals 
from Delhi and surrounding international meteoro- 
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logical centres at Tofcyo, Nairobi and Tashkent 
The PAU IS the first Agricultural University in 
India to start the Department of Agricultural Meteo¬ 
rology and to give a lead in providing the weekly 
weather advisory service to the farmers through daily 
newspapers, radio and television 

The University holds field days on the farm of 
the farmers for different crops, fruits and vegetables 
T^e farmers participate m these field days m large 
number and learn more about farming through 
observations and discussion 

The University keeps close liaison w ith the State 
Department of Agriculture and publishes its Package 
of Practices for Kharif and Rabi crops after thorough 
indepth discussions with the officers concerned of 
the Department of Agriculture at workshop call¬ 
ed Agricultural Officers' Workshops 

The University scientists arrange adaptive trials 
at farmers’ fields of the University’s findings They 
also lay out demonstration plots in villages for the 
farmers to see how they can improve up on their 
prcbcnt practices 

Apart from its advisory service in the districts, 
the University has research centres located in diffe¬ 
rent regions for research on crops for which they 
archest suited Research on sugarcane, for instance, 
]s done at JuJlundur, on rice at KapurlhaU and on 
groundnut at Samrala Different fruit crops are re¬ 
searched ell Gurddspur Abohar and Gangian m 
Hoshiarpur district Kisan Melas are also held ai 
these research centres in order to pass on to the 
larraers the technology developed there 


Uader the Lab-to-Land Programme, the Uni¬ 
versity adopted 4000 families, mostly small, margi¬ 
nal and landless The main objective of this prog¬ 
ramme is to bring the scientists and farmers together 
in the fields and laboratories The teams of scientists 
in various desciphnes transfer latest farm techno¬ 
logy to the families enabling them to improve pro¬ 
duction of crops, fruits, vegetables, poultry and milk 
and thus generating additional income for improv¬ 
ing their standard of living 

The University experts in collaboration with the 
State Department of Agriculture arrange the train¬ 
ing camps at the district and block levels to acquaint 
the farmers with the up-to-date package of practices 
for the cultivation of Kharif and Rabi crops 

The Communication Wing of the University serves 
a bridge between the scientists and the farmers thro¬ 
ugh the press, radio, TV and University publications 
In short, the University tries to embrace the whole 
of the peasantry m its system of transferring new 
technology evolved at the University This role must 
be strengthened in the years to come to hasten the 
transfer of technology through farm advisory service, 
training and communication concerning all aspects 
of agriculture to bring about overall improvement 
in the living conditions of rural people The Uni¬ 
versity derives its mam sustenance from the fact 
that it IS loved by the farmers in the true sense of 
that vvord Its present standing is the result of de¬ 
dicated scientists of the University, a committed ad¬ 
ministration and hard working Punjab farmers □

Convocation of Dayalbagh 
Educational Institute 


£xcen>ts from thecomocation address delivered by Smt 
Sarla Grewal^ Secretary to the Govemmeat of India, 
Ministry of Education and Culture at the Dayalbagh 
Educational Institute on March 3,1984. 


In India, degrees can be award¬ 
ed only by Central Universities, 
State Universities, institutions 
like lITs, which are declared as 
institutions of national import¬ 
ance and by institutions deemed 
to be universities While other 
categories of institutions are sta¬ 
tutory organisations, a deemed 
University is so declared by a 
notification We should appreciate 
the background cf having this 
mechanism of deemed Universi¬ 
ties which in some respect is a 
major innovation m the field of 
higher education m our country 
when the British Government de¬ 
cided to introduce modem ed¬ 
ucation in India, this brought 
about a sea-change on the educa¬ 
tional scene Modern education 


of these institutions became well- 
known not only for their nation- 
alistically oriented education but 
also for specialisation in new 
areas like adult education, science 
education, etc Dayalbagh is en¬ 
gaged m carrying out significant 
broad-based educational experi¬ 
ment by providing an academic 
atmosphere in agricultural, rural, 
industrial complex, oriented to 
specific conditions and needs and 
providing suitable social services, 
work experience, national inte¬ 
gration and vocational training 
programmes along with academic 
curriculum The system of edu¬ 
cation aims at excellence without 
jeopardising relevance, it incul¬ 
cates the dignity of manual lab¬ 
our, encourages initiative andcrc- 



not only meant a new curriculum 
based on the latest knowledge 
in various fields but it also meant 
adoption of a western value sys¬ 
tem Not only were traditional 
Indian institutions neglected and 
suffered a decline, the traditional 
Indian values were also replaced 
by western values It is in this 
background that some public 
spinted persons with a patnotic 
zeal started the movement of 
what IS called ‘National Educa¬ 
tion* The movement for starting 
institutions of National Educa¬ 
tion which normally had regional 
languages as the medium of in¬ 
struction and in which the mod¬ 
ern knowledge was combined 
with inculcation of Indian value 
system, became part of the bro¬ 
ader freedpm movement Some 


ative work It has an mter-discip- 
linary approach and it aims at 
building up an integrated person¬ 
ality of a well adjusted man 

I am very happy to see that 
the trust reposed in Dayalbagh 
experiment appears to be gradu¬ 
ally vindicated by the work done 
by the Institute I congratulate 
the Management, the Director, 
the staff and the students for 
their excellent performance The 
whole of this morning I have not 
felt tired because I saw with my 
own eyes what work love can 
produce and whai manner of de¬ 
dication there exists on this 
campus 

Let us look at the larger picture 
within which your work fits 
Humanity stands today at a cri¬ 


tical stage of development, where 
alternate courses of the future 
stand m an extremely delicate 
balance The most desirable cour¬ 
ses towards the future is that of 
universal peace, and of utilisation 
of our expanding scientific and 
technological knowledge for buil¬ 
ding up a more prosperous and 
more glorious civilisation And if 
this has to be realised, our task 
will be to build the bridges bet¬ 
ween the past and the future and 
to ensure the right rhythms of 
acceleration and human progress 
At no juncture of history, this 
task was as difficult and perplex¬ 
ing as it 15 today But precisely 
for that reason, the time is now 
most opportune to undertake a 
serious exploration of the con¬ 
crete Steps that can be taken, to 
strengthen the instrumentality 
of education It is in this context, 
therefore, that I should like to 
underline the significance of the 
work that your Institute .ums to 
accomplish 

Your Institute is an institute 
deemed to be a University, and 
University, as the very word 
suggests, IS a U'baratory of ideas 
relating to the universe Man 
and his relationship with the 
universe, sciences and arts which 
promote a harmonious relation¬ 
ship between man and the uni¬ 
verse, crafts and technologies that 
promote the efficiency and pro¬ 
sperity of all, and philosophical, 
ethical and spiritual adventure 
that enables man to reduce to the 
vanishmg-pomt the unknowabi- 
hty of what presents itself as the 
unknowable not only in man and 
the universe, but even beyond 
these two-terms, — these should 
be the primary concern of the 
universities and these should be 
the pursuits m which, ideally 
speaking, students and teachers 
in universities should devotedly 
be engaged The deplorable dis¬ 
tance between this ideal and the 
actualities that you find in our 
universities gives us the measure 
of the work that lies ahead of 
us 

University education is gripped 
with serious maladies, and we 
are called upon to find effective 
remedies and to reconstruct the 
damaged edifice or to create a 
new edifice altogether One of 
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the prions problems that the 
universities confront is that of 
an increasing and unbearable de¬ 
mand for admissions There is 
also the problem of providing 
trained personnel, facilities and 
equipment for raising the stand¬ 
ard and quality of education 
There is also the harassing pro¬ 
blem of violence and indiscip¬ 
line in several campuses of uni¬ 
versities- And one is appalled to 
witness the terrible phenomenon 
of large-scale cheating m exami¬ 
nations As far as the authorities 
of the universities are concern¬ 
ed, there is a delicate and tenu¬ 
ous problem of the constitutions 
of universities under which these 
authorities Hud themselves too 
crippled to deal effectively with 
the problems they are expected 
to handle And, perhaps, the 
most important problem is that 
of relating the educated youth 
to the world of employment, of 
work, of creativity, and of some 
possible fulfilment I have men¬ 
tioned this about the atmosphere 
pie vailing in the other universi¬ 
ties but 1 don’t think it can be 
applied here, because when 1 
was having a chat with Mrs 
Sherry on my way from the Air 
Port she said that on her campus 
there is complete harmony bet¬ 
ween teachers and students and 
the everybody is completely 
unmindful and unconcerned of 
about what happens outside So 
this IS very salutary thing and 
I would recommend that other 
campuses should follow suit 
And if you analyse this problem 
of the relationship between the 
youth and education, we find 
that our fault lies ra the fact that 
we consider books more import¬ 
ant than the youth, and wo re¬ 
gard syllabi to be more im¬ 
perative than the needs of young 
minds and hearts to learn the 
art of thinking, feeling and 
living More than 30 years ago, 
what Einstein said by way of 
indictment of our educational 
system remains unfortunately 
true even today He had said 

“One should never cram young 
minds with facts, names and 
formulae To know them you 
have no need of university 
courses, you can find them in 
books Education should only 


be used to t^ch young people 
to think and to gave them this 
training which no textbooks 
can replace It is really mira¬ 
culous that modern education 
has not completely suffocated 
the sacred curiosity of rese¬ 
arch 1 believe that one could 
even cure a wild beast of its 
voracity if, under the threat of 
a whip, It was constantly made 
to eat when it was not hungry 
and above all if one selected 
the food one forced it to swal¬ 
low” 

The fundamental tasks of uni¬ 
versities would, m the context 
of the present day needs, be to 
provide for a new dimension that 
underlines not merely the hon- 
zontal progression of man but 
also a vertical progression of man 
What is natural and adequate for 
a narrow development of a man 
IS to give place to what is natural 
and adequate for the develop¬ 
ment of a wider and integral 
development of man Not only 
do we need to develop knowledge 
but we need also to foster even 
progressive wisdom Our aim 
has to be not only to develop 
the capacities of personality but 
also to develop values correspon¬ 
ding to these capacities—rational, 
aesthetic, ethical and spiritual 
And, finally, we must tram a 
manpower capable of social and 
political engineering that aims at 
regenerating the life not merely 
of a Jew but of all 

Our age has been called the 
age of machines, and the poig¬ 
nant question before us is whe¬ 
ther we should permit man to be 
dwarfed by machines Indeed, 
we must note that the society 
which lives by machines and not 
by men declines inevitably to¬ 
wards greed, fear and ultimate 
rum We should, therefore, pro¬ 
mote studies and research into 
ways and means by which man 
cm establish and sustain his 
sovereignty over machines As a 
matter of fact, the human crisis 
of which we speak today is a 
result of imbalance between the 
overwhelming mechanical super- 
structme of organisation, on the 
one hand, and relatively inade¬ 
quate development of man’s 
inner potentialities on the other 
It IS in the context of this im¬ 


balance that tmiversities should 
address themtelves to the task of 
fashioning young men and wo¬ 
men, who can balance the equa¬ 
tions of the external and internal 
realities of hfe I am happy that 
your Institute is dedicated to 
fashion such young men and 
women 

I also wish to mvitc attention 
to a new chapter which was in¬ 
troduced in our constitution 
through a constitutional amend¬ 
ment in 1976 1 e the Chapter on 
Fundamental Duties If we con¬ 
sider various components of this 
Chapter, it will be seen that they 
provide a charter of educational 
institutions of a model curriculum 
which will be value-oriented and 
which will also make education 
relevant to the needs and aspira¬ 
tions of the country 

Our Prime Minister has repea¬ 
tedly emphasised the need for 
making education value-oriented 
and the importance of freedum 
struggle, population education, 
culture education, environmental 
education What is necessary is 
to see that this work relating to 
introduction of value orientation 
and enrichment of cumculum 
spreads to the largest possible 
number of institutions so that 
national integration and excel¬ 
lence are promoted 

The programmes of education 
need to be integrated with the 
development process The link¬ 
ages between education and de¬ 
velopment should be beneficial 
At present, however, there is a 
feeling that educational system 
IS turning out Matriculates and 
graduates who are ill-equipped for 
the tasks of the real world The 
aims and objects of education go 
beyond making the children fit 
for the job market However, 
the educational system should 
not neglect the need for ensuring 
that Its products possess requisite 
skills w'hich enable the educated 
manpower to get smoothly absor¬ 
bed in the productive activities 
of the Nation The hankering 
after the degrees merely for get¬ 
ting a job needs to be curbed 
It IS m this context the Central 
Government attaches a very great 
importance to the scheme of 
vocationalisation of the higher 
education stage as part of the in- 
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troducticm of the national pattern 
of education i e 10+2+3 The 
vocationalisation of edut^tion 
presupposes a careful district- 
wise survey of the job market, 
identification of the skills m de¬ 
mand and revision of the curri¬ 
culum so as to make skill based 
vocational courses an integral 
part of the syllabus of the +2 
smge At Ihe same time care 
has to be taken to see that these 
boys and girls who want to pur¬ 
sue higher education are enabled 
to do so Some States like Tamil 
Nadu and Maharashtra have a 
well thought out programme of 
vocationalisation of higher secon¬ 
dary stage Other States need 
to follow suit Central Govern¬ 
ment has recently formed a high 
po'vered Central Vocational 
Education Board and all aspects 
of vocational education in¬ 
cluding recognition of vocational 
courses which are part of higher 
secondary stage for purposes of 
apprenticeship scheme, are being 
looked into by this Board 

So far as higher education is 
concerned, our aim is to widen 
the access consistently with main¬ 
tenance of standards For this 
purpose introduction of innova¬ 
tive programmes of distance edu¬ 
cation to supplement the corres¬ 
pondence courses already in 
vogue IS being thought of It is 
also necessary that the universi¬ 
ties adopt the three-year pattern 
of degree courses and follow the 
UGC guidelines relating to rest¬ 
ructuring of degree courses which 
envisage three components of 
foundation courses i e core 
courses and application oriented 
course with employmsnt poten¬ 
tial Involvement of youth in 
programmes of adult education 
IS an integral part of 20-pomt 
programme and I am happy to 
see that here again this campus 
makes full use of the students and 
the teachers for giving their ser¬ 
vices m this direction It is ne¬ 
cessary that maximum number 
of universities and colleges avail 
of the assistance being given by 
UGC for adult education, exten¬ 
sion education and continuing 
education and make this pro¬ 
gramme a success At the post¬ 
graduate and research level, the 
emphasis will have to be on ex¬ 
cellence and quality 

» 


These are nation^ goals and 
programmes and therefore it is 
the responsibility of all sections 
of the community to make maxi¬ 
mum effort to achieve the same 
Universities and colleges and es¬ 
pecially the young people are re¬ 
quired to be fully involved m 
these nation building program¬ 
mes While the work being done 
by your Institute by way of par¬ 
ticipation in rural development 
and adult education is commend¬ 
able, more is expected from insti¬ 
tutions like yours noi only by way 
of actual involvement but also by 
way of suggestion of feasible 
strategies and well thought out 
schemes which can be considered 
and adopted by the Government 
for wider application 

Finally, T take this opportunity 
for congratulating the boys and 
girls who have received their de¬ 
grees today No doubt they are 
a fortunate lot because they have 
gone through a unique innova¬ 
tive process of education I have 
also no doubt that along with 
the disciplined pursuit of their 
distinguished careers, they will 
also participate m the economic 
process They should count 
their blessings and try to spread 
the illumination which they have 
received, to the farthest corner 
of the country And here 1 want 
to repeat that while T noticed 
that a large number of girls have 
got away with, prizes and are 
ahead of ihe boys, the lot of the 
girls in this country is not so 
good as the boys If we look at 
the female literacy rate, the rates 
are very very inadequate and 
why we have not been yet able 
to umversalise elementary educa¬ 
tion despite the fact that we pro¬ 
mised to ourselves in the consti¬ 
tution several years ago, is be¬ 
cause parents and society have 
not given adequate attention to 
girls education Girls have been 
made to work at home, help out 
the children and their education 
is not considered of any funda¬ 
mental importance If you look 
at the figures, we are still very 
far behind Now under the 20- 
point programmes, we arc saying 
that by 1990 we shall be able to 
achieve universalisation of ele¬ 
mentary education i e upto class 
VIII, everybody will be in the 


school Everybody will not be 
in school till our girls are in 
school And the girls are very 
very far behind and therefore I 
would earnestly appeal to insti¬ 
tutions of the type, where I am 
today to lend a helping hand 
They have got experience of so¬ 
cial service, they have got ways 
and means of involving volun¬ 
teers into this programme be¬ 
cause we have to educate our 
girls fast whether they are young 
mothers or grown up women, 
whether they are little girls or 
those who have not gone into 
matrimony All of them have to 
be brou^t in and then only 
really human resources can be 
developed After all what is 
economic progress'^ This pro¬ 
gress IS meant for the human be¬ 
ings A human being is not con¬ 
sidered enlightened or developed, 
if he or she is not educated 
enough—the light is not there So 
if we want to wipe out the area 
of darkness, bring light into 
everybody's home then let us re¬ 
solve that we will try to teach 
each girl If each one of us tries 
and teaches one girl, one woman, 
we can move a step forward, and 
I am using this forum to appeal 
to this organisation to take up 
more and more schemes of adult 
education and female literacy 
And from the Central Govern¬ 
ment, schemes have been evolved 
whereby greater assistance to 
states and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions arc now being given for 
non-formal education of girls 
For the formal system as well as 
adult education, I am quite sure 
these young girls and boys will 
take It up as a part of their pro¬ 
gramme after they have complet¬ 
ed their education here They 
should use their experience 
gained here in this campus to 
spread far and wide the spirit of 
service and that is the only sacri¬ 
fice and the only gift they will 
be giving to this institution and 
the reward which they are expec¬ 
ted to give of their services 
Then alone all of you will be re¬ 
garded as worthy alumni of this 
illustrious institution □ 
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IIP A Organises Woiishop on Policy 
Formulation for Development and the 

Environment 


A Workshop on ‘Policy For¬ 
mulation for Development and 
the Environment’, sponsored by 
the Department of Environment, 
Government of India, was or¬ 
ganised by the Indian Institute 
of Pub lie Administration, New 
Delhi from 2nd to 8th February, 
1984 with the explicit objectives 
of discussing and formulating the 
optimum policy options for the 
management of our natural re¬ 
sources in terms of our dcvelop- 
raentdl objectives and strategies 

Thirty five administrators, aca¬ 
demics and environmental acti¬ 
vists attended this 6'day work¬ 
shop and after due deliberations 
came up wiih a number cf re¬ 
commendations 

On Wild life conservation, the 
workshop recommended that the 
government urgently bring out a 
document properly embodying 
the policy of the government 
as regards u ild life conservation 
formulated in consultation with 
experts from all the concerned 
areas and containing a clear 
statement of priorities in terms 
of the conflict areas which 
emerge while undertaking wild 
life conservation 

With the recent publication of 
the Wildlife Action Plan by the 
Department of Environment, at 
least pnma facie the need for a 
document embodying the policy 
of the Government regarding 
wildlife conservation seems to 
be satisfied Ongoing discussion 
of the plan and its implementa¬ 
tion will perhaps make clear whe¬ 
ther it IS adequate in all respects 
It recommended that the gov¬ 
ernment should adopt an eco- 
systeni approach lo the conser¬ 
vation of wild life 

A more effective census 
mechanism should be built up 
whereby authentic data could be 
made available lo allow themak- 
ing of rational decisions concern¬ 
ing wild life conservation, it was 
also recommended besides, stres¬ 
sing the uecessity for wild life re¬ 


search, education and access to 
data and to decentralise the or¬ 
ganisation of research, training 
and education and the availabi¬ 
lity of data so that the people 
m the field could better utilise 
the facilities 

On People’s Participation m 
Enviromental Management, the 
participants noted with concern 
that many environmental control 
laws, especially the water pollu¬ 
tion and air pollution acts, did 
not give locus standi to indivi¬ 
duals or to groups of people 
directly affected by such pollu¬ 
tion It therefore recommended 
that these laws should be suit¬ 
ably modified to give Jocus standi 
to any organization, or group, 
which directly represented the in¬ 
dividuals affected by such pollu¬ 
tion Furthermore it recom¬ 
mended that programmes in en¬ 
vironmental education be rapid¬ 
ly stepped up to cover all seg¬ 
ments of the society 

It was also recommended that 
people's opinions should be 
solicited only after various pos¬ 
sible options have been worked 
out in detail, so that they are not 
forced to make an unintelligent 
choice because of their own 
poverty It wav recommended 
that people’s cells should be set¬ 
up wherever a proposed project, 
that has significant environmen¬ 
tal impact, IS being planned 

On Health, Quality of Life and 
Urban Environments, the parti¬ 
cipants noting the appalling sani¬ 
tation conditions existing in most 
of our cities recommended that 
the government sanctions funds 
separately for water and sanita¬ 
tion It was recommended that 
pollution levels should also be 
looked at for areas/regions as a 
whole, and wherever required 
shiftitig/curtailing of polluting 
activities should be undertaken 

It was recommended that stric¬ 
ter laws and guidelines, banning 
the conversion of green areas 
for any other use should be im¬ 


plemented and that the planti ng 
of green areas should be done 
scientifically, in keeping with the 
latest research showing which 
species were beneficial for what 
types of pollution 

The participants recommended 
the formulation of regional plans, 
and not just city/town plans, for 
all major and growing urban 
areas 

It recommended recycling 
municipal waste, as this would 
not only solve, to a great extent, 
the health problems posed by 
such waste, but offer an alternate 
source of energy The experi¬ 
ences of Shanghai, in China, 
were specially recommended in 
this respect 

It was strongly recommended 
that, by Hvv, adequate preven¬ 
tive and curative health facilities 
should be made available where¬ 
ver activities significantly affec¬ 
ting the environment, and con¬ 
sequently the health of the peo¬ 
ple are set up. 

On Environmental Laws, it re¬ 
coin mended that all projects/in- 
dustnes having an environmental 
impact should be required by 
law to seek environmental clear¬ 
ance before they got approval 
and before any significant ex¬ 
penditure was incurred, and that 
this should be applicable to the 
centre and to all state govern¬ 
ments It recommended that a task 
force to look into environmental 
laws and legislations be urgently 
set up and that an effective legal 
cell be created at the Centre and 
in all the States It recommended 
that the government, by law, 
allow affected/mterested persons 
to examine all relevant informa¬ 
tion and data regarding the envi¬ 
ronment and regarding proposed 
projects anticipated to have an 
environmental impact 

The participants also felt that 
the prevailing tendency to con¬ 
sider legislation as the answer to 
all environmental problems was 
neither desirable nor effective 
It was recommended that envi¬ 
ronmental problems be demarca¬ 
ted into two different sets, one 
being ol those created by indivi¬ 
dual?, or small groups of people 
who were financially and/or 
otherwise powerful and dis¬ 
regarded environmental safe- 
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j^uards in order to maximize their 
returns For such problems, 
very strict and stringent legal 
measures must be adopted and 
implemented with great vigour 
On Energy and Environment, it 
was recommended that all envi¬ 
ronmental impact assessments 
should contain an energy com¬ 
ponent to evaluate the cost/bene¬ 
fit m terms of energy gained and 
energy lost The participants 
noted with concern that the gov¬ 
ernment still did not have a fuel 
energy policy, despite the fact 
that in India this was the single 
largest use of energy It was 
recommended that the govern¬ 
ment urgently examine and for¬ 
mulate as quickly as possible a 
fuel energy policy 
It was recommended that 
much greater stress needs to be 
given to energj-efficient techno¬ 
logy, especicilly to technology use¬ 
ful in rural areas and among the 
urban poor Noting that various 
studies have shown the co-rela- 
tion between family-wise energy 
availability and the ownership of 
land and hve-stock, it was recom¬ 
mended that in designing the 
fuel energy policy, this factor 
should be taken into considera¬ 
tion and It should be recognised 
that one way of solving the rural 
energy crisis was by making it 
possible for more families to own 
land and hvestock 

The participants lelt that most 
policies concerning energy in the 
country to-day seemed primarily 
to look at the production of 
energy It was, therefore, recom¬ 
mended that policy documents 
must, tn order to be realistic, 
more carefully look at the many 
problems involved in the equit¬ 
able distribution of energy It 
was also recommended that much 
greater stress should be given to 
the research and development of 
alternate sources of energy, In¬ 
cluding that of solar energy 
It was recommended that the 
government take note of the cur¬ 
rent tendency to indiscriminately 
replace animal and human 
energy, through technology, by 
fossil and/or other sources of 
eneigy and formulate a policy by 
which animal/human forms of 
energy were not displaced indis¬ 
criminately 


On Land and Water Manage¬ 
ment undertaking detailed fur- 
veys to bmld-up the data, and 
draw up maps, regarding land 
and water resources, especially in 
terms of use and current status 
in which non-governmental or¬ 
ganizations we also involved to 
ensure greater authenticity was 
recommended 

In this connection setting up 
a data bank for land and water 
in all s*atc governments directly 
under the control of the Chief 
Secretary w^as recommended 

It was also recommended that 
each state government form a 
land and water management 
board to clear all proposals re¬ 
garding land and water use be¬ 
fore they are given clearance by 
the government 

It recommended that the govern¬ 
ment re-examine its land reforms 
policy, m order to make it imple- 
raentable For, without appro¬ 
priate land reforms, it would be 
impossible to ensure the quality 
of our land resources 

It was recommended thit, for 
all dams, the government should 
specify m advance the priorities 
for the use of water, so that sub¬ 
sequent pressures do not distort 
the anticipated benefits from the 
dam water 

On Forests, taking note of the 
rapid deterioration of forest re¬ 
sources, both due to industrial 
and commercial pressures and 
due to the needs of the poor 
people living m and around 
these forests, it was recommended 
that our industrial policy should 
impose severe restrictions on the 
growth of industries based on va¬ 
rious forest products The ex¬ 
port of forest based products 
should be banned 

The participants recommended 
the setting up of a separate cent¬ 
ral ministry for forests, and of a 
coordination committee which 
has as members the ministers for 
forest, energy, irrigation, agri¬ 
culture and environment, to be 
headed by the Prime Minister 

It wa'i recommended that plan¬ 
tations in natural forest areas 
should be banned as these se¬ 
riously disrupted the ecologcal 
and social functions of the 
forest. 


On Environmental Education 
& Training the participants 
recommended organizing of a 
large number of training pro¬ 
grammes for public servants, and 
felt that such training should be 
made mandatory for those who 
were to hold responsibilities 
directly relating to the environ¬ 
ment 

The participants recommend¬ 
ed the creation of a Centre for 
Environmental Education, per¬ 
haps at the IIP A, which could 
make a master plan for the envi¬ 
ronmental education needs of the 
country and become involved 
in designing and promoting en¬ 
vironmental education program¬ 
mes The participants recom¬ 
mended training in environment 
for school and college teachers, 
and the inclusion of topics on 
environment in school text¬ 
books 

It was also recommended that 
jobopportunities should be creat¬ 
ed in areas related to environ¬ 
mental manggement to give in¬ 
centive to people to seriously 
work in this area 

It was recommended that the 
civil sercices examinations should 
have environment as a compul¬ 
sory segment to enable our 
young civil servants to become 
aware of such issues 

It was recommended that en¬ 
vironment laws should become a 
part of the study in law schools 
so that a cadre of environmental 
lawyers can be built up 

It was recommended that suit¬ 
able techniques of environmental 
impact assessment must be deve¬ 
loped in our country abd train¬ 
ing in this technique given to va¬ 
rious segments of our society, in¬ 
cluding administrators, academics 
& activists Perhaps the IIPA 
could take up this work It was 
strongly recommended that en¬ 
vironmental impact assessments 
should also be done of our poli¬ 
cies and not only of specific pro¬ 
jects, as IS the present practice 
It was recommended that devices 
needed for pollution control and 
for other environmental activities 
should be indigenously manufac¬ 
tured and made available 
cheaply O 
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Employment Week at Osmania 
Varsity 


Mr T L Sankar, Secretary, 
Industries and Commerce, said 
new vocational courses should 
be started for those who comp¬ 
leted SSC or Plus-two stage to 
promote self-employmcnf scheme 
He said a Diploma m Industry 
and Small Scale Business Ma¬ 
nagement could be started ex¬ 
posing the candidates to various 
aspects like raw material, mar¬ 
keting, tax laws and finances 
He said this would promote 
confidence among the young to 
take up scif-ctnplovment Wn- 
tures Mr Sankar wasinagurat- 
ing ' Self Employment Week 
organised by the University 
Employment Information and 
Guid'nce Bureau, O^nania 
University recently 
He (uriher said there were 
many barriers to self-employ¬ 
ment schemes He said the Go¬ 
vernment was concentrating on 
11^ u> 35 age group who were 
the lea^t motivated lor self- 
employment as they did not have 
the rtcjuired experience He ssid 
young men conlimied to study 
after they complete their SSC 
or Imermediate as they were too 
young for jobs 

Mr Syed Ha^ihim All, Vice- 
Chancellor of Osmania Uni- 
verMiy who presided said that 
the Government organisations 
dealing with self-employment 
took no follow up action leaving 
many in distress He said be¬ 
cause of this, many private or¬ 
ganisations were being formed 
to help those who were return¬ 
ing from gulf He said many 
prefer white collar and salaried 
jobs to self-employment to avoid 
risks 

Mr S Anwar Director, Emp- 
l->ymeiit and Training, said they 
were planning to take up a special 
study on status of engineering 
graduates in the State He said 
there was no feedback available 
with the guidance bureau about 
the candidates who sought in¬ 
formation and help for studies 
and other ventures 

Dr MA Aleem, Chief of 
the University Employment 


Information and Guidance Bu¬ 
reau, said 35 candidates were 
getting loans from the banks 
ranging from 25,000 to Rs 3 
lakhs 


Symposium on forensic 
biology and serology at 
Punjabi University 

Dr SS JohJ, Vice-Chancellor 
Punjabi University, Patiala, while 
inaugurating recently a two-day 
symposium on "Forensic Biology 
and Serology” stated that he 
would endeavour to strengthen the 
department of forensic science 
at the university He promised 
to "convince” the state govern- 
ment for some help to expand 
this department 

Dr Johl while describing foren¬ 
sic science as multi-disciplinary 
and a composiie subject, placed 
for an integrated approach by in¬ 
volving experts from outside 
He also urged for conducting 
refresher courses to sharpen the 
knowledge of the students who 
aspire to be forensic science ex¬ 
perts 

Dr /ohI observed that the de¬ 
velopment of this branch of scie¬ 
nce was the need of the time as 
"this was the most reliable scien¬ 
tific approach in the investiga¬ 
tion of a crime ” 

In his keynote address, Dr 
B R Sharma, Director, Central 
Forensic Science Laboratory, 
Chandigarh, said more than 95 
per cent of the criminals are ac¬ 
quitted due to lack of some 
strong evidences The evidences 
provided by the forensic science 
experts in a criminal investiga¬ 
tion case are most dependable, 
he added ’ 

Sixteen papers on different 
topics were read dunng the sym¬ 
posium Some of the important 
topics included "indentification 
of menstrual biood stains by poly- 
acrylanjidegel electrophoresis*’, 
“seminal stain on water immers¬ 
ed cloth”, "extraction from dried 
bloodstains” "serological identi¬ 
fication of human milk stains”, 
"non penetrating traumatic rup-’ 
ture of heart”, “forensic analysis 
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of /ood poisoning cases"*, identi¬ 
fication of semen stams”, "blood 
^oups from dried muscles”, 
“effects of washing on dried 
blood stains” and "murder pat¬ 
tern m north west Punjab ” 

Semiiiar on Indian 
Novel in English 

A two-day seminar on Indian 
Novel in English was organised 
by Shn Shivaji College of Arts, 
Science & Commerce, Parbham’ 
Maharashtra inaugurating the 
seminar Dr GS Amur, Pro¬ 
fessor and Head, Dept of Eng¬ 
lish, Alarathwada University 
emphasised the need to study 
Indian writers in English at the 
undergraduate level as the corpus 
of fndo-Anglian creative writ¬ 
ing has now achieved a stature 
comparable to that of any other 
literature in the world Besides 
he underlined the necessity of 
introducing Indo-Anghan texts 
lor detailed study at all post- 
secondary stages With texts 
of high literary value available 
in all themajor Indian languages 
an attempt has to be made to 
^anslate the native works into 
English He further advocated 
the urgent need to make compa¬ 
rative studies of literary texts 
in regional languages to project 
to the English knowing readers 
the recent trends m Indian lan¬ 
guages Dr OP Bhatnagar, 
Prof and Head Dept of Lan¬

The work schedule consisted 
of lectures, discussion sessions,

(g) Motivation factors, (h) 
Reinforcement opportunities, 
etc etc 

During the Seminar the parti¬ 
cipants and the faculty discuss¬ 
ed the major and minor prob¬ 
lems and arrived at some use¬ 
ful and practical classroom 
procedures which could be 
adopted to the local needs 
In addition a lot of theoretical 
ground was covered in terms of 
business correspondence, group 
discussions, business meetings, 
report writing, drafting, notices/ 
announcements/circulars and 
minutes of meetings Some 
practical ways of handling these 
in large classes were also work¬ 
ed out through demonstrations 
lessons given at the Shn J B 
Thacker Commerce College it¬ 
self 

On an average there were 4 
sessions a day, each session 
roughly being of hours dura¬ 
tion A fifth session was add¬ 
ed invariably everyday in which 
visiting lecturers drawn from all 
over the State gave lectures 
followed by discussion Among 
the guest lecturers menlion may 
be made of Shn Kulinchandra 
Yagnik.

The new strain of Rhizobium, 
christened CT-2014 fixes nitro¬ 
gen in Urad,Moong, Arhar Cow- 
pea and Guar and results in a 
15 to 20 per cent increase in their 
yield Dr MM Mtshra of 
Microbiology D,jpirtment said 
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varieties of this flowering plaint 
shonld be introduced 

Dr K S Randhawa, Head, 
Department of Vegetable Crops, 
Landscaping & Floriculture 
said that 150 varieties of this 
flowering plant had been col¬ 
lected and planted in the garden 
A training programme is also 
proposed to be organised in 
August and a Bougainvillea 
Show would be held m Novem¬ 
ber Efforts will be made to po¬ 
pularize this flowering plant in 
collaboration with the Directo¬ 
rate of Extension Education for 
the beautification of the rural 
areas, he added 

It is proposed to produce about 
50,000 plants for general distri¬ 
bution in the State

Rhizobium is a soil bacte¬ 
rium which on coming into con¬ 
tact with the roots of d suitable 
host, invades the roots and forms 
nodules The bacteruim lives m 
symbolic association with the 
host plant, providing atmosphe¬ 
ric nitrogen in return For nutrients 
and protection 

I'he problem so far has been 
that rhizohia are specific to 
each host The new strain is 
unique because it is capable of 
nodulatmg as many as five hosts 
effectively, Dr Mishra said 

Rhizohium supplies to the 
soil about 30 to 40 kg of nitro¬ 
gen which otherwise would have 
to be given through the appli¬ 
cation ol Lhemical feililiscrs, he 
added 

Another ridvantage of the 
bacterium is that the nodules 
excrete (.he excess of nitrogen m 
the soil which is bencficiul to 
the following crop or the adjoin¬ 
ing crop in cdse of mixed cropp¬ 
ing 

The Department of Microbio¬ 
logy, the country’s largest pro¬ 
ducer of rhizobia cultures, is 
now engaged in de\eloping rhi- 
zobial strains capable of form¬ 
ing nodules under high tempera¬ 
ture and low moisture condi¬ 
tions It IS also making efforts 
to understand the basis of host 
specificity and thus develop more 
stratus capable of multi-nodulmg 

Bougainvillea garden 
inaugurated at PAU 

A 14-acre bougainvillea gar¬ 
den on the Punjab Agncul- 
turalUnivcrsity campus was inau¬ 
gurated recently by Dr Sukhdev 
Singh, Vice-Chancellor, Speak¬

(b) Chemistry (ail branches) 
with specialisation m order of 
performance in Polymer Che¬ 
mistry, Synthetic Organic Che¬ 
mistry, Protein Chemistry and 
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f^etfo-Chemistry, (c) ;^ysics 
with specialisation m Electro- 
nics» Space Physics, Astro¬ 
physics and Computer Science, 
(d) Bio-sciences with specialisa¬ 
tion in Micrcbiology and Bio¬ 
chemistry and (e) Computer 
Science with courses in Statis¬ 
tics 

The proposed Post-graduate 
Studies University Centre at 
Nanded could start courses 
namely M Sc (Bio-Technology) 
M Sc (Industrial Chemistry) 
and Master of Social Work in 
the Sixth Plan in the first phase 
and in M A (Music), M A 
(Applied Arts Commercial 
Arts) and M Sc (Polymer 
Chemistry) m the Seventh Plan

UGC to set up a national 
educational testing unit 

The University Grants Com¬ 
mission has decided to set up a 
^National Educational Testing 
Unit which will, in the first phase, 
hold an examinc'tion For the 
award of Junirr Research Fel¬ 
lowships but subsequently, u 
may develop tests which be 
used for qualifying to be select¬ 
ed as university and college lec¬ 
turers, and for admission at the 
postgraduate level to central 
or other participating univer¬ 
sities There may also be tests 
for selection of undergraduates in 
various subjects m which in¬ 
duction of talent is felt ncces‘^ary 

The Commission expects that 
the development of tests at the 
national level in the different 
areas would help overcome the 
problem of comparability m marks 
awarded by different universities, 
increase the reliability and ob¬ 
jectively of examinations for 
the purposes in view in parti¬ 


cular, and act as a pace-setter 
for the improvement of syllabi 
and methods of teaching/evalua¬ 
tion in the university system, in 
general 

To staVt with, the University 
Grants Commission proposes 
to hold an examination in July/ 
August, 19S4 for selection of 
candidates for the award of Junior 
research fellowships at the post¬ 
graduate level in science subjects 
namely Physics, Chemistry, 
Mathematics, Botany, Zoology 
and Earth Sciences and m Hu- 
mdnities and Social Sciences i e 
Econcmics, Political Science, 
Sociology, Psychology, Philo¬ 
sophy and History This exa¬ 


mination will comprise two pa¬ 
pers, first paper will include 
questions to test reasonable 
ability, grasp and a broad base of 
knowledge related to the sphere 
of learning and second paper 
will be designed to test grasp 
and understanding of a core cur¬ 
riculum m the subject concerned 
as well as in the special field of 
study There will be emphasis on 
testing divergent thinking and 
the ability to express thoughts in 
a cogent manner 

The Commission hopes that 
in a year or so the National 
Educational Testing Unit will 
embark on the development of 
tests in other areas
